Dear  Alumni  and  Friends, 

"PC  2010:  Moving  Without  Leaving  Home"  is  the  theme  I  chose  for  our  yearlong  strategic  planning 
effort.  Actually,  it  came  out  of  an  organizing  session  with  our  consultant  and  several  members  of  the 
strategic  planning  task  force  as  we  began  this  effort  in  May  of  last  year.  The  phrase  that  now  appears  on 
T-shirts,  caps,  and  a  host  of  printed  documents  was  selected  to  evoke  the  type  ot  planning  process  we 
intend. 

"Home"  is  the  remarkable  place  we  cherish.  It  is  the  PC  that  graduates  from  the  1930s  through  to  the 
present  recognize  and  embrace.  Of  course,  this  is  something  that  transcends  the  physical  place,  the 
current  program,  and  future  plans.  "Home"  has  to  do  with  the  core  values  of  the  college  that  are 
recognized  by  all. 

They  are  commitment  to: 

•  Liberal  learning  as  the  best  preparation  for  lives  of  full  service;

•  Honor  and  integrity  as  a  way  of  life; 

•  Service  to  others  as  the  foundation  for  community; 

•  Vigor,  physical  health,  and  athleticism; 

•  Community,  where  the  nature  of  relationships  among  people  matter. 

I  have  come  to  think  of  these  as  the  six  cardinal  principles  that  embody  the  PC  Spirit. 

Those  charged  with  developing  the  strategic  plan  knew  that  such  work  entailed  envisioning  a  future  for  PC  that  is 
stronger  and  more  vital  than  the  present  for  the  students  we  serve.  They  also  had  a  keen  awareness  that  excellence 
always  entails  the  willingness  to  change,  to  be  about  those  new  tasks  that  help  to  assure  that  our  future  alumni  will  be 
able  to  provide  inspired  leadership  in  their  families,  churches,  communities,  and  professions.  Of  course, 
this  is  the  same  aspiration  of  past  generations  that  accomplished  their  task  with  such  dignity  and  success.

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Freshman  class  of  340  students 
strongest  academic  class  ever 


Presbyterian  College  welcomed  a  freshman 
class  of  quantity  and  quality  as  members  of  the 
Class  of  2003  arrived  on  campus  Aug.  25. 

The  340  first-year  students  represent  the 
third-largest  freshman  class  in  PC's  history'  and 
the  strongest  academically.  Dana  Paul,  PC's  vice 
president  for  enrollment  and  dean  of  admis- 
sions, described  this  class  as  having  the  highest 
average  scores  on  standardized  admissions  tests 
and  the  highest  grade  point  average  in  high 
school  academic  courses  of  any  group  of 
freshman  to  enter  PC.  He  added  that  65 
percent  of  the  freshmen  were  in  the  top  quarter 
of  their  high  school  graduating  class. 

An  added  bonus  for  this  freshman  clas 
was  the  presence  of  28  sons  and  daughters  ( 
PC  alumni  —  the  largest  contingent  of 
alumni  children  ever  for  a  PC  class. 

Eleven  transfer  students  also  arri\-ed 
on  campus,  and  PC  began  the  fall  semester 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  1,119  students.  | 

As  a  tuition  driven  college,  PC 
depends  on  a  stable  enrollment  to  carry 
out  college  functions,  Paul  said,  adding

Construction  on  Carol  International 
House,  a  new  residence  hall  on  the  East  Plaia,  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  2000. 

A  $1.82  million  project  funded  by  a  gift  by 
longtime  PC  trustee  Irwin  Belk  of  Charlotte, 
N.C.,  the  facility  is  designed  to  accommodate 
students  wishing  to  immerse  themselves  in  an 
international  experience.  Carol  International 
House  will  house  Amity  language  scholars  and 
other  international  students  as  well  as  PC 
students  returning  from  study  abroad  experi- 
ences. 

"Many  of  our  students  who  study 
abroad  find  it  hard  to  return  to  Clinton 
and  often  live  off  campus  when  they 
do,"  said  PC  President  John 
Griffith.  "As  a  result,  we  lose 
their  experience." 

International  House 
—  located  behind 


Brown  Commons,  the  structure  that  links 
Barron  and  Grotnes  residence  halls  —  will  be  a 
13,000'Square-foot  facility  accommodating  33 
students  and  containing  a  classroom,  a  seminar 
room,  an  office,  a  kitchen,  and  a  two-story 
atrium/lobby,  which  Griffith  says  will  have  "a 
European  bistro  feel." 

This  facility  is  the  first  of  PC's  residence 
halls  to  follow  a  growing  trend  among  colleges 
and  universities  of  creating 
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residence  halls  based  on  a  specific  theme. 
Griffith  expects  the  International  House  to  be 
"the  hub  of  international  activity"  on  campus, 
fitting  precisely  into  the  Living/Learning  and 
global  diversity  initiatives  of  the  PC's  strategic 
plan.  It  also  fits  well  with  Belk's  own  interest  in 
world  affairs,  serving  as  one  of  three  civilian 
delegates  appoitnted  to  the  U.S.  Mission  of  the. 
United  Nations.

Students  returned  to  the  PC  campus  in 
August  with  two  major  management  changes 
aving  occurred  over  the  summer  —  the  college 
ad  contracted  with  national  companies  to 
perate  the  food  services  and  bookstore. 

Sodexho  Marriott  began  operation  of  PC's 
3od  services  in  August,  three  weeks  after 
oUett  Higher  Education  Group  assumed 
management  of  the  bookstore  in  Springs 
[Campus  Center. 

Sodexho  Marriott  Management  Inc.,  a 
ompany  formed  in  1998  with  the  merger  ot 
vlarriott  Management  Services  and  Sodexho 
\lliance,  handles  approximately  850  accounts 
n  higher  education  worth  about  $1.2  billion 
innually.  District  Manager  Liz  Bohlke  said  that 
he  company  operates  food  services  in  this  part 
f  the  state  for  Lander  University,  Spartanburg 
Vlethodist  College,  Converse  College,  Colum- 

CoUege,  and  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  but  what  she  and  other  company 
sfficials  see  at  the  PC  campus  especially  excites 
them. 

"What  we  see  is  a  wonderful  long-term 
partnership  with  PC  that  will  be  very  customer- 
ariented,"  she  said.  "With  the  renovation  of 
Greenville  Dining  Hall  in  the  next  year,  and 
the  renovations  that  have  already  begun  at  the 
canteen  in  Springs  Campus  Center,  we  want 
PC  to  be  our  flagship  account  for  schools 
this  si:e  in  the  Southeast

occur  in  the  fall  and  over  the  Christmas  holiday 
break,  Bolke  said,  and  a  major  renovation  of  the 
serving  line  and  kitchen  area  will  take  place 
during  the  summer  of  2000. 

Changes  are  also  apparent  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  grill  in  Springs  Campus  Center, 
which  now  features  such  brand  names  as 
Starbucks,  Freshens  Yogurt,  and  the  Sub 
Connection.  The  grill  is  now  open  from  lunch 
until  late-night,  and  a  "flex-money"  system, 
based  on  a  student's  meal  plan  agreement, 
makes  purchases  simple. 

Ray  Bell,  who  joined  the  PC  staff  in  1985, 
is  the  director  of  the  food  service  operation  for 
Sodexho  Marriott. 

Meanwhile,  Follett,  which  operates  more 
than  600  college  and  university  bookstores 
across  the  nation,  has  already  expanded  the 
inventory  at  the  PC  bookstore  and  made 
improvements  to  the  physical  space  in  Springs 
Campus  Center. 

The  store,  under  the  direction  of  new 
manager  Da/e  Tomalewicz,  continues  to  offer 
textbookyfor  faculty  and  students,  but  Follett 
also  has  "trade  books;"l5rwDrks  of 
fiction  arfiFnonfic- 
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tion,  on  sale  for  the  campus  and  community.  A 
greater  variety  of  PC-related  clothing  and  other 
merchandise  is  available  —  and  everything  is 
available  for  purchase  through  the  PC  web  site. 

"We  believe  that  a  college's  bookstore 
should  be  the  'go-to'  place  on  a  campus,"  said 
Lynne  Vaughan,  FoUett's  regional  manager  for 
sales  and  operation.  "It  should  be  a  place  where 
prospective  students  and  alumni  come  each  time 
they  visit  the  campus,  and  it  should  be  a  vital 
part  of  the  PC  experience  for  the  students 
during  their  four  years  here. 

"Considering  the  advancing  technology 
facing  society  today,  we  say  that  a  good  college 
bookstore  should  go  from  'bricks  to  bytes'  —  and 
that  will  be  apparent  by  the  web  site  that  will  be 
developed  for  the  PC  bookstore." 

Morris  Galloway,  PC's  acting  vice 
president  for  finance  and  administration,  said 
both  ventures  will  build  on  the  solid  foundation 
put  in  place  by  Vernon  Powell,  who  retired  in 
June  after  35  years  as  director  of  PC's  food 
services  (see  page  94),  and  by  store  manager 
Clyde  Smith  and  wife  Ann,  both  of  whom  also 
retired  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

"We  want  our  food  service  and  bookstore 
to  be  the  best  of  any  liberal  arts  college  in  the 
state  and  one  of  the  best  in  the  entire  region," 
Galloway  said.  "Sodexho  Marriott  brings  its 
strengths  in  customer  focus  and  culinary  arts  to 
help  us  achieve  our  vision  for  the  next  10  years, 
while  Follett  offers  national  buying  power  and 
experience.  These  two  companies  combine  their 
considerable  strengths  with  PC's  personal 
attention  and  service.  In  keeping  with  the 
theme  of  our  strategic  plan,  the  PC  food  services 
and  bookstore  are  moving  without  leaving 
home."

Opening  convocation  hour  began  with  the 
dictates  of  tradition,  as  the  senior  class  of  2000 
marched  into  Belk  Auditorium  amid  the 
pageantry  of  robed  faculty  and  the  familiar 
sound  of  Scottish  bagpipes.

Presbyterian  College  President  John  Griffith 
began  the  1999-2000  academic  year  on  Sept.  7 
issuing  a  challenge  to  the  students,  faculty,  staff, 
and  patrons  of  the  institution  to  look  beyond 
their  privileged  world  to  the  reality  of  today's 
global  village. 

In  his  address,  "Mc World  or  Global  Village," 
Griffith  said  people  today  must  decide  to  accept 
one  of  two  competing  versions  of  reality.  The  first 
he  termed  "McWorld,"  calling  it  a  common 
misperception  of  a  world  dominated  by 
technology  and  capitalism.  Because  most 
Americans  are  comfortable  and  prosperous,  he 
said,  they  tend  to  believe  that  everyone  shares 
similar  circumstances. 

Describing  a  more  accurate  "global  village," 
Griffith  related  some  interesting,  yet  troubling 
statistics  in  which  70  percent  of  the  world's 
population  are  unable  to  read  and  50  percent 
suffer  from  malnutrition.  Only  1  percent  has  a 
college  education,  and  6  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion possess  60  percent  of  the  world's  wealth. 

"The  global  village  contains  real  people  who 
are  different  from  us,"  he  said.  "They  speak 
different  languages;  they  have  different  customs 
and  beliefs.  Many  are  poor.  In  the  parable  of  the 
rich  man,  Jesus  makes  it  clear  that  as  Christians, 
we  are  called  to  enter  the  global  \'illage." 

He  pointed  out  that,  by  global  standards. 


everyone  in  the  Belk  Auditorium  audience  was 
among  the  privileged  6  percent  of  the  world. 

"I  possess  the  resources  and  power  that  permi^ 
me  more  than  anyone  else  to  have  some  control 
over  my  own  destiny  and  that  of  my  fellow  man,"  1 
said.  "I'm  the  rich  man  who  asked  Jesus  what  he 
must  do  to  inherit  eternal  life. 

"Christian  identity  becomes  problematic  when, 
we  are  unwilling  to  live  with  the  constant  tension 
of  particular  faith  and  global  humanity,"  he  said, 
adding  that  Christians  must  avoid  making  their 
religion  "a  parochial,  even  an  exclusive  concept"  by 
failing,  as  they  often  do,  to  acknowledge  those  who 
do  not  share  the  same  religious  beliefs. 

"On  the  other  hand,  those  who  opt  for  the 
universal  settle  in  with  an  accommodating  folk 
religion,  which  avoids  the  challenge  of  Christian 
witness,"  he  said. 

The  challenge  facing  PC  as  a  community  that 
embraces  Christian  faith  and  liberal  learning  is  a 
daunting  one,  he  said. 

"If  this  is  the  stance  we  are  willing  to  take  as 
Christians,  we  will  not  tolerate  anything  that  sets  ui 
apart,  over  and  against  the  world.  It  will  not  be 
sufficient  for  us  to  know  the  global  village  solely 
through  the  lenses  of  'McWorld.'  Rather,  we  will  be 
a  community  that  is  eager  to  know,  to  engage,  to 
learn  from,  to  understand  those  with  whom  we

Scottish  Highlanders 
in  nation'stop  10  percent 

The  Presbyterian  College  ROTC  program 
received  a  national  award  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  1998-99  academic  year. 

PC's  Scottish  Highlander  Battalion  was 
ranked  in  the  top  10  percent  of  all  ROTC  units 
in  the  nation,  being  rated  as  17th  among  the 
270  college  Army  ROTC  programs. 

"This  accomplishment  demonstrates 
excellence  in  the  overall  Army  ROTC  program 
and  the  hard  work  and  competence  of 
Presbyterian  College  cadets,"  wrote  Maj.  Gen. 
Stewart  W.  Wallace  in  a  letter  to  PC  President 
John  Griffith. 

"This  achievement  also  reflects  the  support 
given  to  the  Army  ROTC  unit  and  students  of 
Presbyterian  College,"  Wallace  added.  "We 
appreciate  this  support  and  look  forward  to 
many  more  years  of  our  partnership  in 
developing  leaders  for  our  Army  and  our 
nation." 

PC  commissioned  five  graduating  seniors 
of  the  battalion:  John  Harris  (military 
intelligence  branch  detail  infantry);  Chad 
Hyder  (armor);  Ryan  Merrick  (quartermaster 
branch  detail  air  defense);  Greg  Moore 
(transportation  branch  detail  air  defense 
artillery);  and  Cindi-Jean  Smith  (ordnance). 
Three  members  of  this  year's  senior  class 
—  Thomas  Boland,  Will  Hamilton,  and  Dan 
Lancaster  —  returned  to  PC  as  graduates  of  the 
1999  ROTC  Advanced  Camp,  which  is  held 
annually  at  Fort  Lewis,  Wash.  The  camp  is  a  35- 
day  exercise  in  leadership,  physical  stamina, 
and  tactical  situational  training  that  affords 
cadets  the  opportunity  to  display  the  skills 
and  knowledge  they  have  acquired  in  their 
military  science  classes. 

Blake  McGaha,  a  junior  at  PC  and  a 
ROTC  scholarship  cadet,  completed  the 
U.S.  Army  Basic  Airborne  Course, 
commonly  known  as  Airborne  School. 
The  three-week  school  is  one  of  the 
most  rigorous  experiences  in  the  Army 
and  graduation  is  a  requirement  for  such 
elite  soldiers  as  Army  Green  Berets  and 
Navy  SEALS.  McGaha  also  traveled  to 
Scotland  to  participate  in  the  United 
Kingdom  Officers  Training  Course  where  he 
participated  in  joint  training  between  U.S.  and 
British  cadets. 


ROTC  alumni 
lead  drive  for 
scholarships 

The  Presbyterian  College  ROTC  Alumni 
Association  set  its  sights  on  a  goal  of  $150,000 
for  scholarship  support  of  the  college's  ROTC 
students,  and  then  set  out  to  make  it  happen. 

College  advancement  officials  reported  in 
early  October  that  in  excess  of  $145,000  —  97 
percent  of  the  goal  —  had  been  raised  to 
benefit  students  enrolled  in  the  ROTC 
program. 

"It's  gratifying  that  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  ROTC  program  have  responded  generously 
to  this  initiative,"  said  Brig.  Gen.  (Ret.)  Bobby 
Matthews,  president  of  the  ROTC  Alumni 
Association.

With  the  goal  clearly  in  sight,  Matthews 
urged  all  alumni  and  friends  of  the  program  to 
continue  with  this  support,  help  complete  the 
campaign. 

"The  program  is  on  firm  footing,"  he  said, 
"and  we  just  can't  let  up.  We've  got  to  continue 
to  raise  money  to  fund  as  many  scholarships  as 
possible."

Accepting  the  Wysor  Saber  was  PC  senior 
Cindi-Jean  Smith  of  Davenport,  Fla.,  who  was 
commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  U.S. 
Army  and  received  her  bachelor  of  arts  degree 
the  following  day.  Smith,  an  active  member  of 
the  Scottish  Highlander  Battalion,  served  as 
battalion  commander  during  the  1998-99 
academic  year. 

The  Scottish  Highlander  Battalion  also 
inducted  two  PC  graduates,  the  late  Col.  Frank 
W.  LaMotte  '24  and  Brig.  Gen.  Daniel  L. 
Montgomery  '67  into  its  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame, 
bringing  the  IZ-year  total  to  17  members.

He  served  as  project  manager 
of  the  Air  Defense  Command  and  Control 
Systems  from  1992  to  1996.  His  awards  and 
decorations  include  the  Legion  of  Merit  (with 
three  Oak  Leaf  Clusters),  the  Bronze  Star  (with 
one  Oak  Leaf  Cluster),  the  Meritorious  Service 
Medal  (with  three  Oak  Leaf  Clusters),  and  the 
Army  Commendation  Medal  (with  two  Oak 
Leaf  Clusters). 

Lt.  Col.  Larry  Mulhall  also  recognized  Tom 
Stallworth  '55  and  Mary  Lehman  for  their 
dedication  to  the  Presbyterian  College  ROTC 
Alumni  Association.

Presbyterian  College's  residence  halls  are  ottering 
students  extraordinary  views  this  fall:  Japanese 
pagodas,  the  Great  Wall  of  China,  Piccadilly 
Square,  and  Italian  piazzas. 

No,  the  college  isn't  establishing  worldwide 
satellite  campuses.  These  views  are  courtesy  of  the 
World  Wide  Web,  made  possible  by  high-speed 
computer  network  connections  now  available  in  PC 
residence  hall  rooms. 

Workers  were  snaking  wires  throughout 
residence  halls  this  summer,  installing  the 
residential  computer  network  called  RESNET.  The 
network  permits  two  roommates  to  access  the 
Internet  at  the  same  time  without  using  a  modem 
that  would  tie  up  the  phone  line  in  their  residence 
hall  room.  Not  only  are  students  able  to  surf  the 
Internet  and  download  files  at  a  much  faster  speed 
than  a  dial-up  modem,  but  they  also  can  access  the 
network  at  their  own  convenience  and  save  files 
directly  onto  their  own  computers. 

"Convenient  net  access  is  a  requirement  for 
today's  college  students,"  said  Morris  Galloway, 
acting  vice  president  for  finance  and  administra- 
tion. "Our  network  has  just  expanded  significantly, 
measured  by  speed  and  by  reach  throughout  the 
campus." 

RESNET  continues  PC's  commitment  to 
computers  and  information  technology.  PC  was 
among  the  first  educational  institutions  in  South 
Carolina  to  establish  a  presence  on  the  World  Wide 
Web,  and  its  computer  centers  are  widely  used  by 
both  faculty  and  students.  President  John  Griffith 
promises  that  the  college  will  remain  on  the  cutting 
edge  of  this  technology  for  the  benefit  of  both  the 
institution  and  its  students. 

"One  of  the  pillars  of  our  strategic  plan  is  a  focus 
on  technology  in  service  to  society,"  Griffith  said. 
"Look  for  this  program  to  develop  over  the  next  few 
academic  years  into  a  model  of  how  a  liberal  arts 
institution  should  prepare  its  graduates  to  be  both 
skilled  users  and  responsible  critics  of  the  pervasive 
technologies  upon  which  we  all  depend." 


Allen  Morris,  director  of  athletics  at  Presbyterian 
College  for  the  past  five  years,  has  announced  plans  to 
retire  at  the  conclusion  of  the  1999-2000  academic 
year. 

"1  consider  it  a  real  honor  to  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  come  back  to  my  alma  mater  and  play  a 
role  in  athletic  administration,  especially  during  our 
first  year  in  NCAA  Division  II  competition  (1993- 
94),"  Morris  said. 

"This  has  been  a  fun  position  because  I've  had 
the  opportunity  to  work  with  a  great  group  of  coaches 
who  have  done  a  tremendous  job.  But  at  my  age,  I'd 
just  like  to  do  some  other  things  and  spend  more  time 
with  my  family." 

Presbyterian  College  President  John  Griffith 
praised  Morris  for  providing  the  Blue  Hose  athletic 
department  with  a  clear  sense  of  direction  and 
leadership. 

"It  has  been  my  privilege  to  work  with  Allen 
Morris  for  over  a  year.  His  leadership  is  characterized 
by  clarity  of  purpose,  fairness,  and  determination  to 
serve  all  students  with  quality  programming,"  Griffith 
said.  "His  understanding  of  institutional  finances, 
planning,  and  personnel  management  has  brought  an 
impressive  level  of  professionalism  to  the  oversight  of 
athletics  at  PC." 

A  1956  Presbyterian  College  graduate,  Moms 
replaced  Cally  Gault  as  PC's  athletic  director  in  1994 
after  ser\'ing  for  one  year  as  director  of  the  Scotsman 
Club,  Presbyterian  College's  athletic  fund-raising 
organization. 

During  his  tenure,  the  PC  athletic  department 
has  won  the  last  two  South  Atlantic  Conference 
Athletic  Excellence  Awards,  presented  annually  to  the 
top  overall  athletic  program.  He  has  overseen  a 
coaching  staff  which  has  compiled  26  South  Atlantic 
Conference  Championships,  23  berths  in  NC,A.A 
Division  II  national  tournament  play,  and  17  SAC 
Coach  of  the  Year  Awards. 

The  Blue  Hose  athletic  program  also  enjoyed 
unprecedented  growth  under  his  leadership. 

"Allen  took  a  special  interest  in  women's 
athletics  and  worked  to  strengthen  programming, 
staffing  and  funding  in  this  area.  He  led  the  planning 
for  new  soccer  and  football  stadiums,  oversaw  the 
development  of  a  new  complex  for  women's  Softball, 
and  made  critical  decisions  that  resulted  in  a 
rejuvenation  of  PC's  football  legacy,"  Griffith  said.  "His 
vision  and  sense  of  what  fits  in  the  PC  context  assured 
that  highly  successful  athletics  were  always  in  proper 
relationship  to  academics."

Soccer  stadium  planned 

Presbyterian  College  has  unveiled  plans  for  a 
new  stadium  for  its  intercollegiate  soccer  programs. 

A  part  of  the  college's  recently  approved  10- 
year  strategic  planning  initiative,  the  facility  is 
expected  to  cost  approximately  $850,000  to  build 
and  maintain.  Several  leadership  gifts  have  helped  to 
push  the  fund-raising  total  to  $733,000  in 
commitments  since  last  fall. 

Plans  for  the  facility,  which  will  be  located 
behind  the  Templeton  Physical  Education  Center, 
call  for  a  first-quality  surface,  permanent  seating  ot 
400  which  can  be  expanded  for  post-season  play,  and 
lights  to  allow  for  night  play. 

"Without  a  doubt  this  new  facility  will  bring 
PC  soccer  to  the  forefront  in  relation  to  the  other 
schools  that  we  recruit  against,"  said  Ralph  Poison, 
who  is  now  in  his  1 7'"'  season  as  men's  soccer  coach. 
"It  will  pro\-ide  us  with  a  first-class  facility  that 


matches  what  has  become  one  ot  the  top  soccer 
playing  schools  in  NCAA  Division  11.  There  are  not 
many  schools  in  D-II  that  boasts  both  a  successful 
women's  and  men's  program. 

The  Blue  Hose  men's  and  women's  soccer 
programs  have  achieved  regional  and  national 
prominence  for  both  their  athletic  and  academic 
achievements.  Both  teams  are  perennially  among 
NCAA  Division  IPs  nationally  ranked  programs. 
The  men's  team  has  won  four  South  Atlantic 
Conference  regular-season  titles  and  four  conference 
tournament  titles,  while  the  women's  team  has  won 
fi\e  SAC  championships  in  seven  years  and  has 
made  three  NCAA  tournament  appearances. 

Together,  the  two  programs  have  produced  10 
academic  All-Americas  and  boast  a  100  percent 
graduation  rate  for  athletes  who  ha\-e  remained  in 
the  programs  for  four  years. 

"I  think  of  the  stadium  as  almost  a  culmination 
ot  the  successes  that  both  programs  have  enjoyed," 
said  Brian  Purcell,  who  has  coached  the  women's 
soccer  program  since  its  inception  as  a  club  sport  in 
1989.  "Our  student-athletes  have  represented  PC 
extremely  well  on  the  field  and  in  the  classroom  for 
years,  and  they  are  deserving  of  a  top-flight  state-of- 
the-art  facility.  The  soccer  alumni  are  very  excited 
about  what  the  stadium  means  in  terms  of  soccer's 
place  in  the  PC  community  as  a  whole,  and  1  hope 
that  they  have  a  great  deal  of  pride  about  having 
taken  our  programs  to  the  level  they  are  now." 

That  life-changing  experience  at  PC,  Poison 
said,  is  the  ptimary  reason  that  the  funding  has  been 
realized.

Two  Presbytetian  College  representatives  were 
among  the  15  individuals  inducted  into  the  new  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Hall  of  Fame  during  ceremonies 
on  Sept.  15.

Guyanans  receive 
books  from  Booker 

In  March,  PC  political  science  professor 
Booker  Ingram  was  invited  to  lecture  at  both 
the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Guyana  and  at  the 
University  of  Guyana.  After  his  lecture  at  the 
university,  he  was  approached  by  several 
Guyanese  students  with  requests  for  books  and 
other  reading  material  —  scarce  resources  in  a 
nation  that  is  virtually  bankrupt  after  19  years  of 
a  Marxist  economy. 

Hearing  of  this  pressing  need  for  reading 
material,  Ingram  recruited  his  political  science 
classes  when  he  returned  to  PC,  and  within 
only  a  few  weeks,  the  classes  had  gathered 
nine  boxes  of  books,  magazines,  and  journals 
to  send  to  the  university  library.  Guyana  is  the 
only  South  American  country  with  English  as 
the  official  language. 

The  students  in  Guyana  were  grateful  for 
the  efforts  of  Ingram  and  his  PC  students.  The 
Guyana  Chronicle  quoted  Dr.  Mark  Kirton, 
head  of  government  and  international  affairs  at 
the  university,  as  saying  Ingram  has  left  an 
"indelible  mark"  on  the  school. 

Ingram  would  like  to  continue  to  support 
|the  University  of  Guyana  by  sending  books, 
'and  he  emphasizes  PC's  opportunity  to 
establish  a  firmer  link  with  students  in  Guyana. 
For  several  years  PC  students  have  traveled  to 
Honduras  to  examine  life  in  a  third  world 
country,  and  Ingram  sees  a  similar  opportunity 
in  Guyana.

Ingram  studies  at  Harvard 

The  month  of  July  will  rate  as  one  of  Dr. 
Booker  Ingram's  finest  experiences  as  a  political 
science  scholar. 

Ingram,  a  professor  of  political  science  at  PC, 
was  selected  to  attend  the  Summer  Institute  of  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  held  at 
Harvard  University  in  July. 

The  NEH  is  a  federal  program  designed  to 
promote  the  humanities  by  funding  activities  such  as 
research,  documentaries,  education,  and  museum 
exhibitions.  In  addition,  it  funds  summer  institutes 
and  seminars  for  small  groups  of  professors  from  the 
nation's  colleges  and  universities.  Through  an 
intensive  session  of  study  in  small  groups,  these 
summer  programs  are  designed  to  enrich  the 
professor's  knowledge  and  enhance  classroom 
teaching.  The  programs  are  geared  toward  professors 
from  colleges,  such  as  PC,  which  emphasize 
teaching  rather  than  research. 

One  of  25  participants  selected  from  130 
applicants,  Ingram  attended  a  month-long  institute 
on  "The  Civil  Rights  Movement;  History  and 
Consequences,"  directed  by  Harvard  professors 
Patricia  Sullivan  and  Henry  Louis  Gates  Jr.  and 
Waldo  Martin,  a  professor  from  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley. 

Ingram  and  the  other  participants  prepared 
for  their  trip  by  reading  an  extensive  list  of 
writings  about  the  Civil  Rights  movement,  and 
they  spent  their  days  in  intense  study  and 
discussion  of  writings  by  such  authors  as  Bob 
Moses,  an  influential  student  activist  of  the 
Civil  Rights  movement  who  organized  the 
Freedom  Summer  in  Mississippi.  The  class 
also  attended  lectures  by  other  activists  and 
scholars,  including  Julian  Bond,  Gary 
Orfield,  Cornel  West,  and  Evelyn 
Brooks  Higginbotham. 

Institute  participants  ^ 

also  presented  their  own  -fi 

research  about  a  facet  of 
the  Civil  Rights 
movement.  Ingram's 
research  focused  on 
those  local  African- 
American  civic 
organizations  that 
existed  in  the  pre- 
Civil  Rights  era,  but 
—  other  than  the 
NAACP  —  have  had 
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Ill  ill-  written  about  them.  His  interest  in  this  topic, 
lie  sivs,  stems  from  his  knowledge  of  one  such  group, 
the  Progressive  Civic  League,  in  which  his  father 
participated  in  Gifford,  Fla. 

Ingram's  study  included  the  goals  of  these 
organizations;  what  citizens  were  or  were  not  likely 
to  have  joined  such  organizations  and  why;  the 
effects  of  the  environment  on  the  organizations, 
whether  encouraging  or  stifling;  and  the  relation- 
ships between  white  and  black  leaders  at  the  time. 
He  also  studied  African-American  urban  politics. 

The  Harvard  institute  is  the  second  NEH 
summer  program  that  Ingram  has  been  selected  to 
attend.  His  first  was  a  1992  seminar  at  the  University 
of  Kansas,  directed  by  David  Katzman,  a  Jewish 
scholar  of  African- American  history  and  author  of 
"Before  the  Ghetto." 

Celtic  Cross  to  Scotland 

Fostering  a  deep  devotion  to  the  church  and  a 
commitment  to  developing  religiously  thoughtful 
students  are  not  unusual  goals  at  PC.  However,  in 
recent  years  these  goals  have  been  facilitated  by  the 
implementation  of  a  nationally  recognized  church 
leadership  development  program  called  Celtic  Cross. 

Celtic  Cross  is  a  unique  program  that  educates 
and  trains  PC  students  who,  as  members  of  PCUSA 
churches,  will  be  future  church  leaders,  educators, 
and  ministers. 

Early  in  the  summer,  nine  members  of  Celtic 
Cross  and  Dr.  Bob  Smith,  PC's  director  of  church 
relations  and  the  coordinator  of  Celtic  Cross, 
traveled  to  Scotland  with  PCUSA  minister  and 
Scotland  native  Graham  Crawford  for  a  10-day 
educational  and  spiritual  journey  to  the  land  of  the 
Scots. 

The  group  visited  such  sites  of  general 
Christian  interest  such  as  the  Isle  of  lona,  the  site 
where  Christianity  was  first  brought  to  Scotland 
from  Ireland.  Sites  of  particular  Presbyterian  intetest 
were  also  on  the  agenda,  such  as  the  home  of  John 
Knox  and  St.  Giles,  the  church  where  Knox  was  a 
pastor.  They  also  visited  Hawes  Inn,  the  site  whete 
author  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  was  inspired  to  write 
his  novel,  "Kidnapped."  In  addition,  the  group  was 
able  to  attend  the  closing  ceremonies  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

Smith  said  the  trip  was  a  tremendous  experi- 
ence for  the  students,  and  he  plans  to  make  a  trek  to

where  Scotland  won  its  independence 
from  England. 


Scotland  a  regular  part  of  the  Celtic  Cross  curricu- 
lum, recurring  possibly  every  three  years.  In  addition 
to  the  international  excursion  to  Scotland,  other 
domestic  trips  are  also  being  planned  that  will 
involve  a  missionary  as  well  as  a  historical  theme. 

Teaching  power  tools 

Twenty  teachers  from  schoiil  districts 
throughout  South  Carolina  participated  in  a 
weeklong  program  at  Presbyterian  College  to 
provide  hands-on  instruction  in  the  use  of 
technology  in  the  classroom. 

The  1999  Teaching  and  Technology 
Institute,  held  July  19-23,  was  coordinated  by 
Norman  Scarborough,  associate  professor  of 
business  administration  at  PC.  The  course  was 
designed  to  help  participants  master  multimedia 
software  packages  and  better  use  the  World 
Wide  Web  as  a  multimedia  teaching  resource. 

"The  idea  is  to  make  teachers  feel  more 
comfortable  and  become  more  effective  in  using 
technology  in  the  classroom,"  said  Scarborough, 
who  has  a  been  a  member  of  the  PC  faculty 
since  1979.  "We  focused  on  how  to  deliver  an 
effective  electronic  presentation:  what  equip- 
ment you  need,  some  'do's'  and  'don'ts'  to  know 
about  PowerPoint  and  Excel,  and  how  to  gather 
material,  such  as  audio  and  video  clips,  from  the

web  to  incorporate  into  your  presentation." 

PC's  Teaching  and  Technology  Institute 
was  offered  to  teachers  from  the  Western 
Piedmont  Education  Consortium  and  from  the 
Allendale  County  school  district  —  arid  they 
attended  at  no  cost  because  of  funding  received 
from  Colonial  Life  &  Accident  Co.  of  Colum- 
bia and  the  S.C.  Department  of  Education  in 
partnership  with  PC. 

The  course  got  such  rave  reviews  from 
those  teachers  who  took  part  that  Scarborough 
and  his  colleague  in  the  business  department, 
Dr.  Suzie  Smith,  will  make  the  institute  an 
annual  occurrence  at  PC  each  summer. 

"I  clearly  think  that  trying  to  give  teachers 
the  tools  to  make  them  more  effect  in  the 
classroom  is  going  to  have  an  impact  on  the 
quality  of  our  education  system,  and  technology 
is  a  key  piece  of  that  classroom  instruction 
today,"  said  Colonial  Life's  president,  Robert  E. 
Staton  St.,  a  1968  graduate  of  PC  who  serves  as 
a  member  of  PC's  Board  of  Trustees. 
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In  their  1995  hook,  "Strategic  Marketing  for  Educational  Institutions,"  Philip  Kotler  and  Karen  Fox 
define  strategic  planning  in  two  sentences. 

Straie^c  planning  is.  the  process  oj developing  and  inaintaining  a  snate^c  fit  between  the  institurion's  goals  and 
capabilities  and  its  changing  marketing  opportunities,  h  relies  on  developing  a  clear  insrituiional  mission,  supporting  goals 
and  objectives,  a  sound  strategy,  and  appropriate  implementation. 

Two  sentences,  yes,  but  what  weight  those  sentences  carry.  Over  the  course  of  a  year.  President  John 
Griffith  led  the  Presbyterian  College  community  —  faculty,  administrators,  staff,  students,  alumni,  trustees, 
church  leaders,  patrons,  and  friends  —  through  a  comprehensive  strategic  planning  process  that  culminated  in 
February  with  the  Board  of  Trustees'  approval  of  "PC  2010:  Moving  Without  Leaving  Home." 

The  plan  contains  the  elements  of  Kotler  and  Fox's  definition,  including  a  one-sentence  vision  statement: 

By  the  year  2010,  Presbyterian  College,  remaining  true  to  the  Christian  tradition  and  its  relationship  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  USA,  will  be  the  leading  liberal  arts  college  in  South  Carolina  and  one  of  the  10  best  natioiud 
liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  Southeast. 

One  sentence,  yes,  but .  . . 

Visions,  by  their  very  nature,  are  not  tor  the  faint  of  heart.  More  times  than  not  they  are  preceded  by 
adjectives  such  as  "bold,"  "ambitious,"  "innovative,"  or  "inspired."  The  destination  that  PC's  strategic  plan 
charts  over  the  next  decade  certainly  catches  the  eye  and  quickens  the  pulse. 

No  less  than  22  schools  in  the  Southeast  are  classified  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  as  Baccauiareate  I,  or 
national  liberal  arts  colleges,  including  such  premier  institutions  as  Davidson,  Washington  and  Lee,  University 
of  the  South,  Rhodes,  and  Centre.  PC  is  one  of  four  national  liberal  arts  colleges  in  South  Carolina;  the  others 
are  Furman,  Wofford,  and  Erskine.  To  make  that  vision  a  reality  hy2010,  then,  will  be  no  small  task. 
Returning  to  the  aforementioned  definition  of  strategic  planning,  Presbyterian  College's  document  clearly 
states  its  mission  and  lists  its  goals  and  objectives.  What  remains  is  "a  sound  strategy  and  appropriate  imple- 
mentation," which  on  the  timetable  that  has  guided  PC's  strategic  planning  initiative,  is  Part  Three. 

While  it  is  no  small  accomplishment  to  envision  such  innovations  as  a  restructured  general  education 
program,  a  new  "living-learning"  initiative,  a  Center  for  the  Study  of  World  Cultures,  or  a  Technology  in 
Service  to  Society  program,  members  of  the  PC  community  are  finding  out  that  the  truly  daunting  challenge  is 
to  put  academic  meat  on  these  conceptual  bones. 

"This  is  the  third  stage  of  the  process,"  explains  Dr.  David  Gillespie,  vice  president  for  academic  affairs 
and  dean  of  the  faculty.  "First  was  the  grand  vision,  and  it  is  grand:  to  become  the  best  liberal  arts  college  in 
South  Carolina  and  one  of  the  10  best  in  the  region.  Second  was  the  paradigm  creation,  in  tour  areas:  general 
education,  living-learning,  technology,  and  globalization.

"Now  comes  the  hard  part,  the  detail  work  in 
beginning  to  make  it  work,"  he  says.  "We  are 
learning  the  truth  of  the  phrase,  'the  devil  is  in  the 
details.'  Timetables  are  a  part  of  those  devilish 
details.  All  of  us  know  that  important  changes  are 
coming.  It  is  as  hard  to  determine  when  as  what. 
Moving  without 
leaving  home  is  not  a  simple  task." 

But  Gillespie,  who  served  as  a  political 
science  professor  at  PC  for  nearly  20  years  before 
being  named  academic  dean  in  1998,  is  certainly 
not  bemoaning  the  challenge. 

"It  really  is  very  exciting,"  he  says.  "We  are 
far  into  the  work  of  general  education  reform.  No 
one  at  any  college  has  ever  found  this  to  be  easy, 
and  besides  a  plan  brought  back  from  a  general 
education  retreat  in  August  by  the  dean  and  eight 
very  representative  members  of  the  faculty,  there 
are  quite  a  few  other  plans  afloat. 
"But  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  while  many  details 
still  separate  us,  we  share  in  the  conviction  that 
reform  is  needed,  that  general  education  must  be 
more  holistic  and  less  provincial  in  its  focus,  that  it 
should  in  some  ways  cut  across  the  four-year 
experience  at  PC,  and  that  it  should  relate  the 
liberal  arts  to  the  world  of  work  and  other  aspects 
of'life  after  PC" 

Amazing  progress 

Dr.  I  Mil  Skinner,  the  Charles  A.  Dana 
Professor  of  English,  chaired  the  general  education 
commission,  a  group  that  met  every  Friday 
afternoon  throughout  the  fall  semester  of  1998.  As 
that  commission  wrestled  with  novel,  and  in  some 
cases,  controversial  ideas  about  how  the  PC 
student's  liberal  arts  education  should  occur,  he 
found  himself  amazed  at  the  progress  being  made 
—  and  he  often  opened  and  closed  those  meetings 
with  the  refrain,  "Who  says  that  a  committee 
cannot  design  an  elephant?" 

Now,  however,  as  the  faculty  debates  the 
details  of  general  education  retomi,  Skinner  sees 


perhaps  a  greater  challenge  —  finding  universal 
agreement  on  a  particular  proposal.  In  other  words, 
the  harder  task  for  a  committee  may  be  getting  that 
elephant  to  move. 

"I  was  very  much  impressed  with  the 
willingness  of  members  of  the  science  and  social 
science  disciplines  to  consider  'breaking  out'  of 
current  general  education  requirements  and  to 
participate  in  framing  their  possible  participation  in 
such  new  efforts  as  the  freshman  interdisciplinary 
course,"  he  says.  "It  must,  however,  remain 
memorable  to  me  that  I  saw  unexpected  resistance 
from  some  departments  in  my  own  humanities 
division." 

Developing  strategies 

Meanwhile,  strategies  are  being  developed  for 
portions  of  the  other  three  key  initiatives,  as  well: 
the  living-learning  concept,  which  includes 
discussion  about  a  faculty  mentoring  program; 
global  education,  including  the  programs  that  will 
take  place  in  Carol  International  House,  now 
under  construction  (see  page  4);  and  technology 
advancements  in  the  academic  program,  which  are 
being  developed  with  the  help  of  consultant 
Wayne  Smith,  who  was  hired  for  the  1999-2000 
academic  year. 

At  the  same  time,  the  college  community  has 
come  together  for  two  other  tasks  during  this 
implementation  phase:  to  discuss  a  timeline  for  the 
completion  of  the  various  objectives  during  the  10- 
year  period  covered  by  the  strategic  plan;  and  to 
participate  in  campus  master  planning.  Also,  during 
the  spring,  consultants  conducted  an  admissions 
marketing  analysis  that  provides  data  critical  to  the 
development  of  enrollment  strategies. 

The  next  critical  step  will  he  to  conduct  a 
campaign  feasibility  study  —  hopefully  in  the 
coming  months. 

"It  is  our  hope  that  at  its  November  meeting 
the  Board  of  Trustees  will  approve  a  feasibility  study 
in  preparation  for  a  major  capital  campaign,"  says 


Genevra  Kelly,  vice  president  for  college  advance- 
ment. "A  capital  campaign  is  a  complex  undertaking 
for  any  institution.  Feasibility  studies  are  a  tool  used 
to  plan  for  a  successful  campaign.  A  good  study  helps 
set  a  goal,  assess  the  institution's  readiness  for  the 
endeavor,  and  begins  to  educate  alumni  and  friends  a 
to  the  importance  of  the  campaign  in  the  life  of  the 
institution. 

"This  plan  is  one  of  the  most  exciting  things 
I've  read  lately,"  Kelly  said.  "Fulfillment  of  its  goals 
will  mean  that  Presbyterian  College,  already  a  good 
school,  becomes  a  great  school.  Such  ambitious  and 
worthwhile  goals  also  take  resources,  and  we  will  nee 
to  raise  significant  resources  for  the  college.  Our  job 
for  the  next  several  months  will  be  to  share  the  visior 
for  PC's  future  with  our  alumni  and  friends.  Once  we 
have  done  so  and  completed  the  feasibility  study,  the 
next  step  would  be  a  campaign." 

So  the  strategic  planning  process  continues, 
with  all  efforts  pointing  to  the  full-scale  implementa- 
tion just  around  the  Y2K  bend.  While  the  detailing 
work  now  underway  differs  in  scope  and  intensity 
from  the  creative  thinking  that  took  place  a  year  ago. 
the  excitement  is  no  less  evident. 

Important  work 

'This  is  important  work  because  we  must  alway 
be  seeking  better  ways  to  serve  the  educational  and 
developmental  needs  of  our  students,"  says  Gillespie. 
"We  want  them  to  understand  that  while  all  of  us 
devote  our  professional  energies  to  the  things  in 
which  we  specialized,  there  is  a  shared  heritage  of 
thought  and  understanding  of  which  liberally 
educated  men  and  women  are  the  fortunate 
inheritors.  We  want  PC  to  be  the  place  where  many 
of  our  students,  putting  aside  the  provincialism  of 
childhood  in  favor  of  a  more  cosmopolitan 
understanding,  ceased  to  'think  like  a  child'  and 
learned  to  think  mature  thoughts.  We  want  our 
graduates  to  be  savvy  in  the  uses  of  technology  and  u 
be  positioned  in  all  other  ways  for  success  in  their 
lives  beyond  PC.  We  want  to  challenge  them  but  in 
ways  that  strengthen  basic  faith  and  kindle  a  devotio 
to  the  principle  that  'from  that  person  to  whom  muc. 
is  given,  much  is  expected.'" 

For  many  of  Gillespie's  colleagues  across  the  P( 
campus,  the  greatest  motivation  remains  that  vision 
of  Presbyterian  College  in  the  year  2010. 

"I  get  excited  because  teaching  is  what  I  live 
for,"  says  Dr.  Richard  Baker,  associate  professor  of 
philosophy.  "Presbyterian  College  is  already  a  great 
place  to  teach,  thanks  to  the  incredible  dedication  o: 
many,  many  people  who  have  given  their  very  best  t( 
this  institution.  When  I  think  about  PC  in  2010, 1 
think  of  a  place  where  the  programs,  facilities,  and 
ox'erall  atmosphere  make  teaching  even  more  reward- 
ing. That's  exciting.  1  hope  I'm  here  to  be  part  of  it."

l\  master  plan  envisions 
the  future  development  of  PC 


When  landscape  planner  Steve  Garhier 
rst  arrived  at  Presbyterian  College  on  a  Tuesday 
temoon  in  mid-July,  he  was  immediately  struck 
<j  what  he  called  PC's  "unusually  powerful 
adition  ot  architecture  and  landscape  beaut>'." 
Aer  he  had  spent  two  days  here  and  two  more  in 
eptemher  with  faculty,  staff,  students,  alumni, 
id  Clinton  community  leaders,  he  was  just  as 
npressed  with  the  interest  and  devotion  e\'er>'one 
as  tor  the  campus. 

Garhier,  a  senior  associate  with  the 
anning  firm,  Sasaki  Associates  inc.  of 
/atertown,  Mass.,  came  to  PC  to  conduct  campus 
aster  planning  sessions  as  part  of  the  college's 
rategic  planning  process.  He  and  urban  designer 
inda  Easltey  joined  with  architect  Michael 
'arson  and  his  associate,  Sean  Twomey,  of 
'atson/Tate  Architects  of  Columbia,  S.C,  to 
ad  focus  groups,  facilitate  discussion,  and, 
timately,  draft  design  proposals  for  the  future 
!velopment  of  PC's  240-acre  physical  plant. 

Those  designs  will  be  recommended  by  the 
aster  planning  task  force  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
r  approval  in  November.  Once  the  trustees  have 
ven  their  blessing  to  the  plan,  it  will  serve  as  the 
ueprint  as  the  10-year  strategic  plan  —  with  its 
;w  programs  and  facilities  —  unfolds  across 
impus. 

And  what  a  campus,  Garbier  exclaimed. 

"In  the  plazas  and  carefully  scaled  buildings 
ere  is  an  aesthetic  in  place  which  sets  a  standard 
r  future  physical  development,"  he  said.  "PC  has 


a  constant  aesthetic  reference  point.  Imagine 
trying  to  create  such  a  pure  gesture  after  the  fact. 
The  challenge  is  then  to  preserve,  reinforce,  and 
extend  this,  and  also  to  think  of  how  such  a 
resource  should  evolve  to  stay  current." 

Another  challenge,  he  said,  is  maintaining 
the  "pedestrian"  nature  of  the  campus. 

"It  seems  that  it  is  at  the  campus  edges,  just 
outside  of  the  untouchable  core  plazas,  were  PC  is 
in  transition,"  Garbier  said.  "Here  is  where  we 
have  most  of  the  challenges  of  new,  possibly  larger 
buildings  as  well  as  all  the  issues  of  the  car:  better 
access,  sufficient  parking,  sen'ice,  and  others. 
Wliere  does  this  environment  transition  to  the 
purely  pedestrian  environment  that  is  so 
important  to  PC?  How  can  this  be  handled 
gracefully?" 

Finally,  Garbier  said  the  planners  wrestled 
with  the  eastward  development  ot  the  campus 
beyond  Templeton  Center. 
"How  can  the  physical  planning  for  new  sports 
and  social  housing  match  the  standard  of  quality 
established  by  the  plazas?"  he  said.  "There  needs 
to  be  recognition  that  this  area  is  without  a  strong 
stmcture.  TTie  challenge  ot  the  plan  is  to  give  this 
portion  of  campus  a  framework  which  is  distinc- 
ti\'e  and  clear,  in  the  tradition  of  Presbyterian 
College." 

The  dozens  of  individuals  who  took  part  in  the 
master  planning  sessions  in  July  and  September 
gave  rave  reviews  for  the  work  of  Sasaki  and 
Watson/Tate.

"Sasaki  Associates  is  one  of  the  premier 
national  planning  firms,"  says  Morris  Galloway, 
acting  vice  president  for  business  and  administra- 
tion. "Together 

with  the  firm  of  Watson/Tate,  they  guided  the 
process  well.  The  process  has  involved  much  give- 
and-take,  and  the  consultants  have  been  excellent 
listeners.  1  think  the  final  product  is  going  to  be 
exciting,  yet  feel  like  'home'  to  all  of  us." 

Other  task  force  members  echoed  those 
sentiments. 

"My  favorite  aspect  of  this  whole  process  was 
hearing  the  concerns  of  my 
neighbors  in  the  broader  context  of  our  hopes  for 
the  future,"  said  Mark  Anderson,  associate 
professor  ot  art.  "It  was  really  exciting  to  dream 
about  what  we  might  become.  I  also  realized  once 
again  that  an  art  building  matters  to  others  not  in 
the  art  department,  and  1  am  appreciative  of  that." 
"As  the  son  ot  an  architect  and  the  father  of  an 
urban  planner,  it  was  both 
a  pleasure  and  a  challenge  to  participate  in 
shaping  the  future  of  a  lovely 
academic  garden,"  said  English  professor  Jim 
Skinner.  "I  was  full  of  admiration  and  respect  for 
the  people  of  PC  and  of  the  community  as  I 
watched  them  talk  and  work  together  with  expert 
consultants  in  an  effort  to  frame  the  future  of  this 
wonderful  space." 
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The  campus  may  be  bigger  now  with  a  fe 
students,  but  it's  still  PC.  It's  still  home. 
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TTie  enrollment  objectives  in  Presbyterian  College's  strategic  plan  are 
simple  and  direct: 

•  By  2002,  enroll  freshman  classes  of  350; 

•  By  2007,  enroll  freshman  classes  of  400. 

No  big  deal,  you  say?  Well,  consider  that  in  its  entire  history,  PC  has 
enrolled  as  many  as  350  freshmen  on  only  one  occasion,  when  354  students 
entered  for  the  first  year  in  the  fall  of  1995.  Only  two  other  times  has  PC 
enrolled  340  freshmen,  with  one  of  those  being  this  fall's  Class  of  2003. 

For  the  past  decade,  the  goal  each  year  has  been  a  freshman  class  of  300 
students,  so  the  admissions  office  will  have  to  develop  ambitious  strategies  to 
make  those  kinds  of  advancements.  A  first  step  occurred  this  spring  as  a 
nationally  renowned  consultant  conducted  an  admissions  marketing 
analysis.  The  data  that  was  later  provided  by  George  Dehne  and  Associates 
will  help  develop  appropriate  PC  admissions  strategies. 

"The  Dehne  study  targeted  students  who  inquired  about  the  college  but 
seldom  got  as  far  as  the  application  process,"  said  Dana  Paul,  vice  president 
for  enrollment  and  dean  of  admissions.  "We  already  know  a  great  deal  about 
the  students  who  apply  to  and  enroll  at  PC.  We  even  know  quite  a  bit  about 
those  who  apply,  are  accepted,  and  decide  to  go  elsewhere.  "Before  the 
study,  however,  we  didn't  know  very  much  about  students  who  inquired 
about  PC  then  lost  interest  prior  to  applying.  Such  information  is  vital 
because,  in  a  given  year,  we  recei\-e  approximately  20,000  inquiries  from 
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high  school  seniors  requesting  information  about  the  college.  Of  that 
20,000,  approximately  1,000  convert  to  applicants  for  admission.  The  bette 
we  understand  students'  reasons  tor  not  applying,  the  better  able  we  are  to 
implement  changes  that  render  PC  more  appealing  to  a  greater  number  ot 
college-bound  students  and  their  families,"  Paul  said. 

The  strategic  plan  calls  for  new  academic  initiatives  during  the  first 
decade  of  the  21"  century.  The  Dehne  study,  Paul  said,  field  tested  some  ot 
those  proposed  programs  on  the  high  school  seniors  who  had  inquired  abou 
more  information  from  PC  but  had  never  applied  for  admission. 

"As  we  strive  to  create  and  implement  a  strategic  plan  for  the  contin- 
ued success  of  the  college,"  Paul  said,  "it  is  important  that  we  introduce 
new  programs,  academic  majors,  and  facilities  that  prospective  students  tine 
most  attractive  and  worthwhile;  otherwise  we  run  the  risk  of  making 
changes  that  suit  us,  rather  than  our  clientele." 

The  findings  from  the  survey  were  plentiful,  but  several  pieces  oi 
information  especially  caught  Paul's  enrollment  eye. 

"The  most  valuable  information  we  gained  from  the  analysis  ot  the 
survey  data  is  that  the  concerns  most  frequently  voiced  by  non-applicants 
—  cost  ot  attendance,  scholarships,  facilities,  student  activities,  internships 
and  location  —  can  and  will  be  addressed  by  the  strategic  plan,"  Paul  said. 
"The  Dehne  study  informs  and  confirms  to  the  utmost  degree  the  relevance 
and  timeliness  of  PC's  strategic  plan." 
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Consider  ''home/' 

Home  is  where  the  heart  is . . . 
Home  is  where  you  hang  your  hat . . . 
There's  no  place  lil<e  home  .  .  . 

Familiar  phrases  roll  oft  the  tongue,  and  there 
is  truth  contained  in  each.  Chances  are  good, 
too,  that  most  Presbyterian  College  alumni 
would  apply  the  same  sentiments  to  their  alma 
mater.  They  spent  good  days  here,  and  when 
they  return,  it  still  feels  like  home. 

In  his  letter  that  appears  in  the  front  inside 
cover  of  this  edition  of  Presbyterian  College 
Magazine,  President  John  Griffith  details  the 
core  values  of  this  institution  that  make  it 
"home."  As  the  college  community  crafted  the 
strategic  plan,  "PC  2010:  Moving  Without 
Leaving  Home,"  much  energy  went  into 
developing  initiatives  that  will  advance  PC  to  a 
position  of  leadership  among  national  liberal 
arts  colleges  in  the  Southeast.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  serious  attention  centered  on  those 
core  values  that  make  Presbyterian  College  the 
special  place  that  it  is. 

Dr.  Peter  Hobbie,  who  has  been  a  member  of 
the  religion  and  philosophy  department  since 
1 990  and  was  selected  last  spring  as  Professor  of 
the  Year,  cherishes  those  defining  characteristics 
of  PC.  Even  as  he  served  on  the  strategic 
planning  task  force  and  led  the  commission  to 
develop  new  ideas  that  more  closely  integrate 
the  "living"  with  the  "learning"  at  this  residential 
liberal  arts  campus,  he  maintained  a  vigilant 
watch  to  safeguard  what  he  values  about 
Presbyterian  College. 

"Yes,  I  think  many  of  us  were  concerned  and 
cautious  as  we  began  this  process,"  Hobbie 
says.  "What  1  love  most  about  this  place  is  the 
very  sense  of  community  that  sets  PC  apart,  and 
I  know  that  fear  can  arise  that  innovative  ideas 
may  threaten  the  identity  of  a  place. 

"But  the  idea  of  true  community  is  built  on  a 
solid  understanding  of  the  liberal  arts,  and  the 
Christian  faith.  Our  faith  builds  a  community 
where  we  can  each  rely  on  one  another,  where 
we  can  each  strengthen  one  another.  That's  a 
hallmark  of  PC.  I've  seen  it  in  the  Honor  Code, 
where  all  of  our  energies  are  pointed  in  that  one 
direction. 

"Learning  builds  a  community,  too,"  Hobbie 
explains.  "So  when  we  expand  our  horizons, 
when  we  look  in  new  directions,  we  don't 
weaken  our  community,  but  we  strengthen  it.  I 
think  the  way  the  commissions  worked  together 
was  a  perfect  example:  you  couldn't  talk  about 
restructuring  general  education  without  talking 
about  technology  or  global  education  or  the  role 
of  the  residential  experience  of  a  liberal  arts 
campus." 


In  the  best  of  communities,  Hobbie  points 
out,  everything  depends  on  our  relationship  to 
each  other;  as  a  result,  the  newly  approved 
strategic  plan  will  make  the  PC  community 
even  stronger. 

"This  plan  keeps  us  true  to  our  strengths," 
he  says.  "It  strengthens  community  to  look  at 
other  cultures.  A  mentoring  program  will  try  to 
build  community  as  soon  as  students  arrive  at 
PC  .  Even  our  approach  to  technology  is 
community-centered;  otherwise,  you  would 
just  have  a  campus  of  students  sitting  in  their 
rooms  communicating  with  one  another  by 
computer. 

"John  Griffith  hasn't  lost  sight  of  that.  As  his 
Opening  Convocation  address  stated,  he 
doesn't  want  us  to  be  a  provincial  community, 
but  he  doesn't  want  us  to  be  McWorld,  either. 

"Our  future  lies  in  the  fact  that  we're  not 
going  to  be  like  other  colleges;  we're  unique, 
and  we  incorporate  these  elements  into 
community  —  and  that  is  what  has  made  it 
"home"  for  generations  of  graduates." 

You  can't  go  home  again  . . . 

Not  true  at  Presbyterian  College.  Oh,  sure, 
time  brings  changes:  new  buildings  spring  up, 
and  old  ones  get  a  facelift.  Favorite  professors 
retire,  and  capable  administrators  leave  to 
accept  new  challenges.  Smyth,  for  decades  the 
bastion  of  men,  becomes  a  residence  hall  for 
women,  while  Bailey,  once  a  women's  hall, 
now  houses  men. 

But  it's  still  PC.  If  you  doubt  it,  then  simply 
ask  the  members  of  the  Class  of  '49  who 
gathered  at  Homecoming  for  their  50'''  class 
reunion.  Notice  the  smiles.  Watch  the  eyes. 
Listen  to  the  memories. 

The  campus  may  be  bigger  than  it  was  back 
then,  and  there  may  be  a  few  more  students 
enrolled  these  days,  but  it's  still  PC.  It's  still 
home. 

PC  2010:  Moving  Without  Leaving  Home. 

The  phrase  certainly  rolls  off  the  tongue, 
but  it  is  more  than  a  catchy  play  on  words;  it's 
a  promise.  For  nearly  120  years,  Presbyterian 
College  has  held  true  to  its  mission  as  a 
church-related  institution  committed  to  the 
integration  of  faith  and  learning.  The  core 
values  have  never  changed;  thus,  the  ethos  has 
endured  through  generations  of  students  and 
alumni. 

They  have  all  come  to  know  this  place  as 
home. 

And  the  many  individuals  like  Peter  Hobbie 
who  have  crafted  the  vision  for  this  institution 
as  it  moves  through  the  first  decade  of  the  2V 
century  intend  to  make  sure  it  stays  that  way. 
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A  successful  alumnus  looks 
at  PC's  role  in  the  world  today 


The  world  in  which  Pat  Phillips  entered  when  he 
earned  his  Presbyterian  College  degree  in  1971  is  far 
removed  from  the  one  that  his  daughter,  Sally,  is 
c^scovering  upon  her  graduation  from  PC  on  May  8. 

A  member  of  the  strategic  planning  task  force  arvi 
a  ntember  of  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees ,  Phillips  serves 
as  president  of  Card  Services  for  Bank  of  America  in 
Charlotte,  N.C.  Earlier  tks  year,  he  addressed  the 
William  Plumer  Jacobs  Society  about  the  recently 
approved  strategic  plan  for  Presbyterian  College,  ar\d  he 
left  no  doubt  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  plan  leads  his 
alma  mater  in  the  right  direction. 

The  following  contains  excerpts  of  his  address. 

1  was  so  lucky  to  he  at  PC.  But  it  wasn't  until 
this  past  summer,  when  1  participated  with  some  of 
you  in  the  strategic  planning  process,  that  it 
became  clearer  to  me  how  PC  had  prepared  me  for 
my  life  —  what  things  had  survived  the  test  of 
almost  three  decades  and  remained  important  — 
and  why  I  was  so  lucky  to  have  been  a  student 
hete. 

Tlie  planning  process  also  helped  me  to  see 
some  things  that  PC  needs  to  change  in  order  to 
offer  today's  young  people  the  same  opportunities 
that  1  had  when  1  left  here  in  1971  ...  I'd  like  to 
focus  on  these  four  elements  —  leadership,  values, 
technology,  and  diversity  —  among  the  many 
included  in  the  strategic  plan. 

Leadership.  With  a  small,  residential  campus 
environment,  anyone  that  wants  it  is  afforded  the 
ability  to  assume  leadership  positions.  PC  was  and 
is  simply  too  small  for  you  to  find  yourself  without 
an  opportunity  for  leadership  if  you  want  it.  In 
fact,  part  of  PC's  success  comes  from  maintaining  a 
relatively  small,  intimate  neighborhood  of  family 
in  which  to  live  and  experiment.  While  large 
universities  might  provide  a  wonderful  depth  of 
knowledge  in  a  narrow  subject  area,  PC,  as  a 
relatively  smaller  liberal  arts  school,  can  provide  a 
community  in  which  students  have  significant 
opportunities  to  lead  aitd  the  faculty  and  staff 
which  can  coach  and  counsel  students 
as  they  practice  their  skills. 

Values.  Perhaps  even  more 
important,  PC  provides  a  context  in 
which  to  lead,  a  context  in  which  to 
make  decisions.  And  there  is  no  more 
important  component  to  this  context  than 
the  values  that  one  develops  here  ...  So  as  the 
strategic  planning  group  worked  on  the  PC's 
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new  plan,  these  two  factors  —  the  opportunity  to 
lead  and  to  build  strong  values  —  had  a  significant 
impact. 

•  We  concluded  that  to  maintain  the  ability 
to  develop  these  skills,  the  school  must  remain  a 
liberal  arts  school,  a  place  where  teaching  how  to 
learn  throughout  life  is  valued  just  as  highly  as  the 
specific  knowledge  we  learn. 

•  We  also  reaffirmed  the  importance  of  PC's 
tie  to  the  Presbyterian  tradition  because  it  is  a 
center  for  the  values  in  which  we  believe. 

•  And  we  concluded  that  size  matters.  Being 
less  than  1,500  or  so  students  is  key  to  maintain- 
ing this  sense  of  community,  the  closeness  with 
each  other  —  the  faculty,  the  staff  and  the 
students  —  which  reinforces  both  the  leadership 
experience  and  the  learning  of  values. 

The  living-learning  residential  element  of 
our  new  plan  grew  out  of  these  conclusions  and  is 
an  example  of  building  on  the  success  of  our 
heritage.  We  will  place  students  in  a  group- 
residential  setting  based  on  common  interests  and 
in  direct  contact  with  interested  faculty.  Doing  so 
will  increase  the  opportunities  to  leam  leadership 
and  teamwork,  while  building  a  stronger  under- 
standing of  one's  own  values  and  the  importance 
of  continuing  that      ^^^^^^     exploration  of 
values  through-     ^^^^^^^^      out  your 
life  ... 


Technology.  Twenty  years  ago,  you  would 
never  have  thought  of  starting  a  job  without 
knowing  how  to  write  a  memo  or  use  a  dictionary, 
yet  too  many  people  today  enter  the  labor  force  ill 
equipped  to  use  technology  as  easily  as  they  use  any 
other  business  tool. 

Today's  graduate  is  expected  to  know  basic 
computing  skills  just  as  much  as  she  is  expected  to 
know  basic  English  and  math.  This  may  seem  like 
technical  stuff  to  you,  hut  it  is  a  basic  requirement. 
And  the  best  graduates  will  know  how  to  place 
these  tools  into  use,  how  to  manage  their  use,  and 
how  to  understand  the  risks  and  rewards  of  their 
operation. 

At  PC  we  are  behind.  The  buildings  are  only 
now  being  fully  wired,  we  do  not  expect  every 
graduate  to  be  technically  proficient  in  the  same 
way  we  expect  basic  English  proficiency  And  worst 
of  all,  when  a  student  does  know  these  skills,  we  do 
not  help  them  know  how  to  put  the  world  of 
technology  into  a  perspective  that  ties  back  to 
leadership  and  values.  We  must  change  that  and  dc 
so  quickly. 

The  strategic  plan  calls  for  the  creation  of  a 
program  called  Technology  in  Service  to  Society. 
This  is  not  intended  to  be  a  special  offering  that 
one  can  elect,  but  rather  an  integrated  program  tha 
has  as  its  objective  preparing  faculty  and  students  t 
use  communication,  information  and  instructional 
technologies.  And  the  use  of  technologies  is  not 
intended  to  he  an  end  in  itself,  but  rather  a  tool  to 
be  used  in  our  daily  work  and  personal  lives,  and  ir 
the  context  of  leadership  and  values  that  1 
mentioned  earlier  this  evening  ... 

Diversity  The  majority  of  my  work  force  is 
minority,  and  that  is  not  just  African-Americans, 
but  associates  of  Asian,  Native  American  and 
Hispanic  ancestry,  too  . . .  The  diverse  America  is 
all  around  us ...  So,  do  you  really  think  our 
graduates  can  succeed  in  the  next  century  if  we  do 
not  reflect  that  diversity  in  our  programs,  in  our 
faculty,  in  our  staff  and,  most  importantly  in  our 
student  body?  Can  they  succeed  if  we  don't 
become  a  more  welcoming  place  for  people  who  ai 
from  diverse  cultures? 

The  plan  clearly  reflects  that  belief,  too, 
perhaps  most  notably  in  the  development  of  Th^ 
Center  for  the  Study  of  World  Cultures.  This 
Center  will  have  the  responsibility  of  executin 
a  two-pronged  approach: 

First,  the  offering  off-campus  study 
opportunities  both  abroad  and  in  the  U.S.; 
and  second,  embedding  through  our 
educational  programs  themselves,  a  camp 
culture  that  celebrates  diversity  and  globs 
awareness ... 

So  as  you  review  the  strategic  plan,  I 
hope  you  can  see  that  we  have  been  true  to  who  v 
are  —  an  institution  of  leadership  based  on  values 
—  while  being  honest  to  what  we  must  become  - 
a  more  technically  proficient  school  reflecti\-e  ot 
the  diversity  of  our  society.

The  plan,  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  February,  recognizes  PC's  historic 
mission,  its  defining  relationship  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  (USA),  and  its  core  val- 
ues that  have  shaped  this  institution.  Those 
characteristics  make  PC  "home"  to  students 
and  alumni,  whether  in  the  Class  of  1 880  or 
the  Class  of  1999,  and  they  should  remain 
intact  for  the  Class  of  2080. 

The  "moving"  comes  in  innovative 
initatives  contained  in  the  plan  that  are  de- 


signed to  advance  PC  to  even  higher  ground. 
The  strategic  plan,  as  explained  elsewhere 
in  this  issue,  focuses  on  four  important  initia- 
tives: general  education  and  its  relationship 
to  the  world  of  work;  the  concept  of  a  "liv- 
ing-learning" residential  campus;  global  un- 
derstanding and  cultural  diversity;  and  the 
role  of  technology  in  the  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion of  the  21st  century.

A  new  president 
steps  forward 


A  month  after  the  Board  of  Trustees  gave 
approval  to  the  vision  statement  of  the  strategic 
plan,  Dr.  John  Griffith  took  the  occasion  of  his 
inauguration  to  focus  on  this  vision  and  high- 
light certain  priorities  of  his  administration. 

On  a  warm  October  morning  under  the 
oaks  of  the  West  Plaza,  Griffith  took  the  oath  of 
office  as  the  16th  president  in  Presbyterian 
College's  1 1 8-year  history.  Then  he  detailed  w^hat 
he  called  "The  Engaged  College:  a  Profound 
Sense  of  Place." 

"The  Church  College  that  I  am  inviting  us 
to  claim  is  engaged  and  engaging,"  he  said.  "It 
engages  the  whole  student,  seeks  the  global  com- 
munity and  moves  forward  with  conviction  to 
make  technological  tools  yet  another  midwife 
to  community,  in  the  final  analysis,  all  that  we 
do  here  is  for  the  sake  of  the  students  we  serve." 

And  what  kind  of  graduate  will  this  Engaged 
College  produce?  In  answering  that  question,  the 
new  president  hinted  at  the  legacy  of  this  new 
strategic  plan. 

"This  engaged  college  sends  forth  students 


into  the  world,  not  so  much  to  make  it  a  better 
place  for  themselves  in  material  terms,  but  to 
make  it  a  better  place  for  all  through  service,  so 
that  inequality  lessens.  This  engaged  college 
sends  forth  students  to  serve  others  with  integ- 
rity and  compassion,  so  that  moral  resources  are 
replenished  and  not  depleted.  This  engaged  col- 
lege sends  forth  students  whose  lives  give  wit- 
ness to  the  fact  that  reason  and  faith  properly 
developed  twine  together  to  form  powerful  lives 
of  purpose  and  meaning.  This  engaged  college 
sends  forth  students  who  provide  the  leadership 
that  the  South  and  our  Nation  require." 

With  the  colorful  pageantry  of  the  academic 
procession  that  included  representatives  of  nearly 
100  other  colleges  and  universities,  with  the 
exhilirating  music  of  choir  and  orchestra,  with 
the  Homecoming  presence  of  alumni  from  eight 
different  decades  —  the  inauguration  of 
John  Vincent  Griffith  surely  signaled  for 
Presbyterian  College  a  continued  connection  to 
its  historic  mission  and  an  exciting  start  of  re- 
newal and  advancement.

What  role  will  technology  play  in  a  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion in  the  21  st  century?  A  three-day  lecture  series  during  the 
week  of  John  Griffith's  inauguration  detailed,  discussed,  and 
debated  that  very  topic,  as  did  one  of  the  four  strategic  plan- 
ning commissions  charged  with  developing  initiatives  for 
Presbyterian  College  in  the  first  decade  of  the  new  millen- 
nium. 

The  strategic  plan  calls  for  leadership  by  PC  in  the  use 
and  critical  understanding  oftechnology.  That  leadership  has 
already  begun  to  take  shape,  thanks  to  a  pair  of  business 
executives  from  Georgia  who  credit  their  PC  education  for 
much  of  their  success  in  the  telecommunications  industry. 

A  gift  of  $1.5  million  came  during  the  1998-99  aca- 
demic year  from  Campbell  B.  Lanier,  a  1 972  graduate  of  PC 
who  is  chairman  and  chief  operating  officer  of  ITC  Holding, 
a  diversified  telecommunications  holding  company  head- 
quartered in  West  Point,  Ga.,  and  William  H.  Scott,  who 
graduated  in  1969  and  serves  as  ITC's  president. 

The  strategic  plan  calls  for  the  the  creation  of  a  program 
called  Technology  in  Service  to  Society,  and  the  Lanier-Scott 
funds  -are  already  having  an  impact.  A  technology  consult- 
ant has  been  hired  for  the  1 999-2000  academic  year,  as  the 
academic  leadership  develops  new  programs  and  initiatives 
that  will  incorporate  technology  skills  and  competencies  into 
all  disciplines.  The  funds  will  also  be  used  to  expand  the 
already  extensive  instructional  and  technical  resources  as  the 
program  gets  underway. 

Both  men  served  on  the  30-member  strategic  planning 
task  force  that  led  the  year-long  process  to  create  PCs  1 0- 
year  plan.

Meeting  the 
challenge 

when  it  comes  to  their  alma  mater,  these  two  alumni  have 
stepped  forward,  time  and  again,  to  meet  the  challenge. 

But  in  1998-99,  James  "Butch"  Woodward  '60  (left)  and 
Dr.  Tom  Whitaker  '66  issued  a  challenge  of  their  own,  creating 
a  new  incentive  for  PC  alumni  and  friends:  The  $100,000 
Whitaker- Woodward  Annual  Fund  Challenge. 

The  two  PC  graduates  pledged  a  combined  total  of  $1 00,000 
toward  this  challenge  over  a  two-year  period.  Together,  they  gave 
$50,000  to  the  1 998-99  Annual  Fund,  matching  on  a  dollar-for- 
dollar  basis  all  increased  gifts  to  the  Annual  Fund  and  all  new 
gifts  from  alumni.  This  generous  challenge  provided  the  impe- 
tus for  the  Annual  Fund  to  meet  its  ambitious  goal  of  furnishing 
$925,000  in  unrestricted  operating  support  for  the  college. 

The  Whitaker- Woodward  Challenge  remains  in  effect  un- 
der the  same  terms  for  the  1 999-2000  fiscal  year,  with  Whitaker 
and  Woodward  once  again  pledging  to  match  each 
increased  Annual  Fund  gift  and  each  new  gift  from  alumni  up  to 
a  total  of  $50,000  —  all  going  toward  the  1999-2000  Annual 
Fund  goal  of  $950,000. 

"I  believe  the  education  I  received  at  PC  was  second  to 
none,  and  it  has  allowed  me  to  have  a  rewarding  and  successful 
career,"  said  Whitaker,  an  ophthalmologist  in  Myrtle  Beach,  S.C, 
and  a  member  of  PC's  Board  of  Trustees. 

"Others  helped  make  it  possible  for  many  of  us  to  attend 
PC,  and  we  have  the  same  obiligation  to  give  back  to  continue 
this  pattern,"  added  Woodward,  a  retired  vice  president  with 
Merrill  Lynch  who  also  served  as  PC's  director  of  the  Alumni

Among  the  storied  names  contained  in  the  history  of  Presbyterian  College  are  Irwin  Belk  (left) 
and  Lillian  Brown.  The  former,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1976,  has  been  one  of  PC 
most  dedicated  benefactors  with  gifts  for  student  scholarships,  faculty  development,  academic  pro 
grams,  and  numerous  buildings.  The  latter,  who  celebrated  her  101st  birthday  in  1998,  is  one  of  th( 
college's  legendary  ladies,  having  served  as  registrar  from  1928  to  1945  and  then  PC's  first  lad' 
during  the  presidency  of  her  husband.  Dr.  Marshall  Brown,  from  1 945  to  1 963.  These  two  importan 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  College  family  enjoy  a  special  link  —  two  of  the  three  residence  hall 
flanking  M  &  L  Brown  Commons  on  the  East  Plaza  are  the  result  of  Irwin  Belk's  generosity,  Grotne 
Hall  and  Carol  International  House,  the  latter  currently  under  construction.

Total  revenue  for  the  year  was  $32.2  million,  while  expendi- 
tures totalled  $22.7  million. 

"We  experienced  a  slight  decline  in  student  revenue,  but  the 
entire  campus  did  an  outstanding  job  of  holding  expenditures  in 
line,"  said  Ed  Young,  the  college's  treasurer. 

The  endowment  continued  to  grow  during  1 998-99.  The  fis- 
cal year  began  with  the  market  value  of  the  endowment  at  $70 
million.

Alumni  and  friends  continue  to  carry  out  our  motto 


PC's  motto,  "While  we  live,  we 
serve,"  highlights  a  unique  unity  of  pur- 
pose between  the  college  and  its  com- 
munity of  graduates  and  friends.  A  re- 
view of  the  1998-99  support  of  endow- 
ments, facilities,  and  operating  needs  pro- 
vides evidence  of  the  strength  of  this  unity 
of  purpose. 

The  college  proudly  claimed  another 
banner  year  with  gifts  totaling  $8.6  mil- 
lion and  another  $1.9  million  in  revo- 
cable deferred  gifts.  The  total  surpassed 
the  1 997-98  record  year  by  slightly  over 
$150,000.  The  total  number  of  donors 
for  fiscal  1998-99  reached  3,402. 


Of  the  total  gifts,  $4.3  million  was 
committed  to  the  college's  endowment. 
Consequently  PC  concluded  the  fiscal 
year  with  609  endowment  funds,  553 
scholarship  funds  and  56  academic 
funds. 

Of  the  553  scholarship  funds,  12 
were  established  in  1998-99.  Scholar- 
ship endowments  produced  $3.6  million 
in  support  of  450  students. 

A  resounding  total  of  2,760  Presby- 
terian College  alumni  supported  their 
alma  mater  with  $2.2  million  in  gifts.  An 
additional  eight  alumni  provided  for  the 
college's  future  with  planned  gifts. 


The  Annual  Fund,  essential  to  the  life 
of  the  institution,  met  its  goal  of  $925,000 
with  outstanding  support  from  3,129 
alumni,  parents,  friends,  foundations,  and 
corporations. 

"Our  alumni  and  friends  understand 
their  gifts  provide  the  critical  margin  of 
difference  between  an  institution  just  be- 
ing good  at  something  versus  being 
great,"  said  Genevra  Kelly  vice  president 
for  college  advancement.  "They  under- 
stand their  service  to  the  college  ties  them 
to  a  great  purpose  —  faith  and  learning 
in  the  liberal  arts  tradition."

Morton  W.  Hamm,  a  retired  teacher  and 
World  War  II  veteran,  established  scholarships 
in  education  and  ROTC  at  his  alma  mater  dur- 
ing 1998-99. 

Hamm,  a  1953  graduate  of  PC,  said  he 
wanted  to  encourage  young  people  to  enter 
the  teaching  profession  because  of  the  im- 
portance of  education.  He  also  said  he 


wanted  to  encourage  military  careers  for  men 
and  women  who  wish  to  serve  their  country. 

Along  with  thousands  of  others  returning 
from  the  war,  he  took  advantage  of  Gl  educa- 
tional benefits  and  enrolled  at  PC,  graduating 
with  a  history  major. 

It  wasn't  until  1 960  that  Hamm  began  what 
he  said  was  his  career  destiny  —  teaching.  He 
taught  at  Joanna  Elementary  School  until  retir- 
ing with  27  years  of  teaching  credit. 

He  said  it  took  years  to  realize  fully  that  he 


was  having  an  impact  on  children.  Former  stu- 
dents often  remind  him  that  his  combination  of 
love  and  discipline  helped  them,  in  school  and 
later. 

"I'm  trying  with  the  scholarships  to  help 
give  back,  in  a  small  way,  something  to  my  pro- 
fession and  my  country  that  were  so  important 
to  me,"  Hamm  said.  "Probably  more  than  ever 
in  the  history  of  this  nation  we  all  need  to  try  to 
come  together  to  do  what  we  can  to  help  im- 
prove education  and  patriotism."

At  its  start,  the  tire  center  had  three  employees  —  Henr>',  David,  and  a  part-time  college 
student.  Today,  the  three  businesses  employ  40  people,  and  their  combined  revenues  exceed  $7.75 
million. 

The  businesses  have  benefited  not  only  from  growth  but  recognition  for  a  job  well  done. 
The  National  Tire  Association  recently  ranked  Hay  Tire  as  among  the  top  25  percent  of  tire 
dealers  in  the  nation,  based  on  financial  performance,  and  the  company  also  was  a  finalist  for  the 
Charleston  Metro  Chamber  of  Commerce's  top  small  business  honor  two  years  ago. 

The  car  rental  franchise  was  added  to  the  family  business  in  1996  and  provides 
customers  with  cars  while  their  vehicles  are  being  worked  on.  Starting  with  seven  cars,  the 
business  now  has  105  cars  ranging  from  slightly  used  to  top-of-the-line  models  and  has  gone  from 
zero  revenue  to  $750,000  this  year. 

And  the  window  replacement  company  focuses  on  commercial  and  residential  work  and 
has  been  involved  in  such  notable  projects  as  the  Charleston  Harbor  Hilton,  Planters  Inn,  and 
Hawthorn  Suites  as  well  as  a  residential  market  all  along  the  South  Carolina  coast.  This  year 
revenues  will  increase  by  40  percent  to  almost  $4  million.

"I  got  drafted  by  the  Army  and  because  oi  my  background  in  food  work  and  having  taken  classes,  I 
was  assigned  to  Cook's  and  Mess  Sergeant's  School.  After  a  couple  of  classes,  I  went  to  the  sergeant  in 
charge  and  asked,  'Is  this  the  general  level?  I'm  not  trying  to  cause  you  trouble,  but  I'm  just  curious,'  ■■    :
